For the first time ever, the Weekly 
Choice and Charlevoix Count News 
has come together to bring a girls 
soccer all area team. While it may be 
the first edition of the team, it cer- 
tainly isn’t lacking as several ath- 
letes in the coverage area made huge 
impacts on conference champi- 
onship teams and lengthy playoff 
runs. 

The player of the year is Boyne 
City senior Jordan Noble. She 
drilled in an impressive 35 goals and 
showed off her passing prowess as 


well, with 29 assists. All this helped 
lead the Lady Ramblers to their best 
season in program history, as they 
won the Lake Michigan Conference 
and rolled all the way to the Divi- 
sion 3 state finals, where they lost to 
Detroit Country Day, to finish up 
the year with a 21-2-2 record. 

Her sister Taylor Noble was an- 
other big force for the powerful 
Ramblers, as she was able to add 33 
goals and 18 assists. 

Also making our first team from 
Boyne City is senior midfielder 
Inanna Hauger, as she had 12 goals 
and 23 assists and Ally Herrick, 
who was used in a versatile role,

The honors don’t end there either 
for Boyne City, as they had three 
more make our all area second 
team, and their head coach Ed Fan- 
tozzi was named as our coach of the 
year. 

The Cheboygan soccer team also 
had a breakout season, and as such 
had two players make our first 
team, those being senior Kayla Burt 
and sophomore Kenzie Burt. The 
Lady Chiefs finished up the season 
13-3-1 overall and were winners of 


the Northern Michigan Soccer 
League. They may have hada 
lengthy post-season run of their 
own, but lost to Boyne City in the 
district finals. 

Kayla Burt finished up the year 
with 24 goals and 10 assists, while 
her sister Kenzie added 12 goals and 
eight assists. 

Petoskey fared well in our list as 
well, as the talent laden Lady 
Northmen had Haley Flynn, Dana 
Cole and Molly Anderson all make 
our first team. The junior Flynn 
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had 21 goals and seven assists in the 
always tough Big North Conference, 
while the left-footed Dana Cole 
drilled in 11 goals and had 10 as- 
sists. Molly Anderson also gained a 
reputation as one of the area’s best 
midfielders. 

Rounding out our first team hon- 
ors are Gaylord’s Mariah Krone and 
Charlevoix’s Mikayla Sharrow. 

Headlining our second team hon- 
orees is Gaylord junior goalkeeper 
Kate Mumford. She was a huge fac- 
tor for the Blue Devils as she had 
seven shutouts and gave up a goal or 
less in 12 total contests.

season, win a Conference, District 
and Regional Championship, 
along with a win in the State 
Semi-Finals, it makes it easy. 
Boyne City’s Ed Fantozzi has 
been chosen as the Coach of the 
Year, after having his greatest sea- 
son on the sidelines for the Ram- 
blers. The team, stacked with nine 
seniors from the State Semi-Final 
team two years ago, was primed 
for a fantastic year. The girls had 
very high expectations for their 
season and you could feel it 
through the community as well. 
The team lost a game to Elk 
Rapids early on in the season to 
go to 1-1. The team at the time was 
hampered by COVID-19 protocol 
and quarantines. The Ramblers 
would go on to win 14 straight 
games after the loss. While not al- 
lowing one goal during that 


stretch. The Ramblers would then 
go toe to toe with two tough 
matchups against Rochester and 
Midland, where they tied, just let- 
ting up 1 goal in those two games. 

The Ramblers would then roll 
off six more wins, which propelled 
them to the State Finals. In the 
State Final run, the Ramblers 
once again let up only 2 goals in 
that stretch. The Ramblers would 
end up making school history 
with the State Final run, which 
would come up just three goals 
shy of the ultimate win. The team 
led by Coach Fantozzi, would end 
up have 4 out of the 9 seniors sign 
college.

Since taking over as the leader 
of the program 5 years ago, Fan- 
tozzi has led the girls soccer pro- 
gram in Boyne to 3 conference 
championships, 2 district champi- 
onships, 2 regional titles, anda 
State Runner-Up finish, all of 
which were the first such in Ram- 
bler girls soccer history. Overall, 
Coach Fantozzi has led his teams 
to 6 combined Lake Michigan 
Conference championships over a 
10 year span at both Harbor 
Springs and Boyne City. 

Along with being an esteemed 
high school coach, Ed Fantozzi 
has been heavily involved in men- 
toring young athletes since 1995, 
which includes founding Vardar 
United in 2001, a premier travel

There is little doubt that 
Boyne City soccer is in a better 
place than it was five years ago, 
and I thank Coach Ed for the im- 
pact he has had on so many of our 
student-athletes. We are so proud 
of his accomplishments and Ed 
Fantozzi will always be a Ram- 
bler!”
